Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claims 1, 2, 3, 6 f and 21 the closest prior art of record Kambayashi et at. 
U.S. 6,477,649 B2 and Akiyama et al. US 6,650,754 B2 taken either individually or in 
combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the first control 
information that contains contract information for selecting some of a plurality of 
different channels. In other words, the contract information is "information that describes 
contract states for respective channels for each subscriber to implement conditional 
access. (Specification, page 20, lines 11-14). Also, the prior art does not disclose or 
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suggest updating the license information on a periodic basis where the contract 
information and the encrypted key information is done at different periods of time. . 

The specific allowable feature, which distinguishes the present invention over the 
prior art, is updating the license information on a periodic basis where the contract 
information and the encrypted key information is done at different periods of time. 
Further, in combination with the separate updating of the contract information and the 
encrypted key information, the claims disclose decrypting the key that is required to 
decrypt the contents after the decrypted key has been determined to be valid based on 
the contract information. 

Claims 4, 5 and 7, 8 are dependent upon Claims 3 and 6 respectively and thus 
has all the limitations of claims 3 and 5 respectively and thus are allowable for that 
reason.
